SAN QUENTIN, Jan. 12.—Mark A. Wilkins, who was con- 


victed of the murder of Mrs. Vernie Carmen, was hanged at San 


Quentin Prison at 10:31 a. m. today. The body was taken from the 


scaffold at 10:47. Just before being taken from the death chamber, 


Wilkins made the following statement to Warden Hoyle:

that I am an innocent man, and have no fear of death. 
Express my deep gratitude to those who have been active 
in trying to obtain c. parccn. 


Prisoner's Sleep Is UnbroKen 


Wilkins slept soundly all night. He dressed carefully and an- 
\ 


nounced to his guard that he was ready. -Two priests, Fathers Mar- 
chisio and Callphy of San Rafael, went to his cell and spent the 
hour preceding the execution with him. 
Condemned Man Is Calm 


The condemned'man walked with a firm step to the death cham- 


ber, where a. small group of physicians, prison officials and witnesses 
were waiting. The cap and noose were adjusted and the trap 
sprung,in less than three minutes. A bit of metal, sharpened to a 
razor edge, was found in Wilkin's prayer book after the execution.

A dream which haunted the sleep of 


Mrs. Burke, a nejghbor of Mark A. WII- 
klns, led to the discovery of the crime. 
Wilkins first met Vernie Carmen on; a 
train -when she was -on her way from 
Kansas City to San Francisco, where she 
secured a small bakery. This she traded 
for the home in Elmhurst, where Wilkins 
went to live with her and where she met 
her death. 


In July of 1907 the woman disappeared. 


Conflicting -statements told by Wilkins 
as to her whereabouts aroused the sus- 
picion of Mrs. Burke, and one night she 
dreamed that Vernie Carmen had been 
murdered and.lier boJy burled in a grave 
in the woodshed at the Elmhurst home. 
This subsequently proved true.

Mrs. 
Burke's . grandchild discovered 


the open grave before "Wilkins had com- 
pleted it, it IK stated, before Mrs. Carmen 
was dead. 
He had gone to the Wil- 


kins home to secure, a shovel Mrs.. Burke 
had loa.ned to Wilkins and on his re- 
turn cried to his grandmother: 


"There Is< a great big hole in the shed 


and it looks like a grave."

Slayer Walks From the House, Leaps 


Aboard Passing Street Car and 


Makes His Escape 


Entering the home of his divorced wife, Mrs. 


J. T? Bigelow, at 12ti2|IasKeH street shortly lifter 
7 orelocK this morning and soon after "the hus- 
band of the woman had left, Joseph Rider, 60 
yearns old/fired a shot into her breast. Killing 
her almost instantly. He then turned, walKed 
from the house to the corner of San Pablo and 
Stanford avenues, where he boarded art Alea- 
traz electric car and escaped. 
, 


Sergeant Woods and a plDSse of officers hur- 


ried to the scene of the shooting in the police 
automobile as soon as the information of the 
murder reached the central police station. In 
the meantime patrolmen on their b e a is were 
notified to be on the watch for the aged man* 
who, it was said, had committed the crime. 


Rider is described as short, dar-K - coinprex- 


ioned, with a slightly humped bacK. He wears a 
4arK moustache, and when seen this morning 
had on a long' blacK overcoat and blacK derby, 
Neighbors See Murderer 


Neighbors heard the s h o t and saw Rider 


leaving' the house. They did riot realize at once 
that a crime had been committed, an^ the man 
was permitted to leave the vicinity without any 
attempt being made to apprehend hin\. From all 
reports it seems that the crime had been delib- 
erately planned. 


The husband had left the house to go to his 


worK but a short time before Rider KnocKed at 
the door. 
Bigel&w Faces Rider 


According to the story told to the police of 


the crime, Rider went twice to the Bigelow res- 
idence this morning. He made his first appear- 
ance shortly after 6 o'clocK, when he KnocKed 
at the door, which was answered b y Big'eloWj 
husband of the woman. 


Rider, who was unKnown to Bigelow, asKed 


for Mrs. Bigelow and two of the children of Mrs.

Shortly after 7 o'clocK 


Bigelow left for w o r K 
for,the OaKland Trac- 
tion company. 
Neigh- 


bors soon after saw a 
man answering Rider's 
description standing in 
front of the Big'elow res- 
idence, and after re- 
maining' there for some 
time went in. This was 
at quarter past 7. 


DAUGHTER HEARS Sll6T. 


What followed after Rider's ent- 


rance »s not accurately known, except 
that he was alone in the room with 
his former wife when the shot, which 
pierced Mrs. Bigelow's heart, going 
through her hand in transit, was fired. 
At the sound of the shot Lillian, the 
15-year-old daughter 
of 
Rider and 


Mrs. Bigelow. ran into the room and 
on her approach Rider backed out of 
tiie front door and down the steps, 
pointing the revolver at the girl to 
prevent her leaving the house. 
He 


walked backward until he reached

the corner of Haskell street and San 
Pablo avenue, when he turned down 
San Pablo avenue, walked for several 
blocks until he boarded the Alcatraz 
car. 


Following his disappearance Lillian 


ran to the home of Mrs. W. L. Bevert. 
adjoining the Bigelow cottage, arid 
called the. neighbors, Mrs. Bevert and 
her daughter, Miss Llda. They at once 
ran to the Bigelow house and found 
Mrs. Bigelow conscious. Her death 
followed in a few 
moments. 
The 


woman's youngest son, Charlie, aged 
12, had entered the room following 
the shot and was with his mother. 


MAKES INQUIRIES. 


Further details ot Rider's action be- 


fore and after the crime were fur- 
nished by Joseph Courant, a clerk in 
Courant's grocery store on San Pablo 
avenue, across the street from the 
Bigelow 
home. 
According to him 


Charlie Rider's cries after the shoot- 
ing . had attracted • his 
attention to 


Rider, who wa» by that time proceed- 
ing down San Pablo avenue, and he 
followed after the man at some dis- 
tance as far as Golden Gate avenue, 
when he saw him board the car. The 
statement of other employes in the 
store is that a man answering Rider's 
description entered the store atmut S 
o'clock last evening, leaving after he 
had made inquiries about the Bigelow 
family.

WOMA3V SECURES DIVORCE. 
According to the story of Mrs. Big- 


elow, related to her neighbors, the 
Beverts, with whom she was intimate, 
she secured a divorce from Rider, who 
Is a 
traveling steward, about three 


years ago. 
She was forced to 'leave 


Rider on account 
of 
his excessive 


drinking. There were five children of 
the Riders, Charles, aged 12'; Lillian, 
aged 15; Edward, an employe of the 
Oakland Traction Company, living at 
4260 Terrace, Piedmont; Joseph and 
Mrs. Martha Spear, a marriedvdaugh- 
ter, living in San Francisco. The two 
youngest children'remained with their 
mother. 


Mrs. Bevert asserts that Mrs. Bige- j 


low had told her Rider had once be- ' 
fore attempted to kill her, about three 
years ago, when the divorce case was 
pending and Rider was attempting to 
effect a reconciliation. This attempt 
failed and since that time she has 
married Bigelow, the two children re- 
maining with her. It was to see these 
children, whom he had not seen for 
many months, that Rider told Bigelow, 
on his first app'earance, was the pur- 
pose of his coming. 


The police about the bay have re- 


ceived descriptions of Rider and every 
effort to trace his movements after 
leaving the Bigelow house is being 
made. 


No explanation for Rider's act can 


be given beyond*the fact of his par- 
tial dementia from excessive drinking, 
say the police. 
His alleged previous 


attempt to do away with his wife 
when she was preparing to 'leave, him, 
his age and the many years during 
which he had been drinking are be- 
lieved to have instilled in his mind a 
feeling 
of 
personal 
injury 
which 


prompted him to seek revenge for his 
broken-up home. The thought of the 
former wife who had left him and 
married another, taking her children 
with her into her new home, probably 
caused months of brooding over his 
fancied injuries _which further un- 
hinged his mind and led him to plan 
the murder. That he had no ill-feel- 
ing toward his wife's second husband, 
Bigelow, would seem to be Indicated 
by his failure to do him any injury 
when he first visited the house. His 
hatred, if such it was, was all directed 
toward the- woman, and it was to kill 
her that he-evidently went armed.

Louis Bridges, Young Steeple- 


Jack, Will Do (he 


Work. 


Should you during your travels about 


town tomorrow happen to glance up and 
see what appears to be a large fly 
perched on the top of'the city's flagpole 
at the Junction between Fifteenth street 
and Broadway, do not think that the 
thing at the top is a fly, for It will be 
none other than Louis Bridges, a young 
steeple-Jack who has just arrived from 
the East, where he has painted one of 
the highest steeples and flagpoles In the 
world. 
Bridges will not be up on the 


pole Just for the joy of climbing, but 
because of Its untidy appearance. 
The 


city fathers have decided that It needs 
coat of paint, and consequently that is 
what the young steeple jack will be do- 
Ing as he dangles from the end of a rope 
which, should it break, would precipitate 
him .to the hard pavement over 125 feet 
below. 


Bridges says that he has followed the 


trade of steeple-Jack for seven years.' In 
speaking of his past experiences the' lit 
tie climber, he Is not over 5 feet 2 inches 
in height, said: 
"I have followed the 


trade of steeple-Jack ever since I was 
17 years of age. 
I am now 24 years .of 


age and during the seven years that I 
have been at work have been fortunate 
enough to escape injury, although I have 
painted some of the highest steeples and 
flagpoles in the world." 


Bridges, when seen at his home at 737 


Eighth street, declared that he would 
probably paint the 'pole tomorrow, but 
should weather conditions be unsatisfac- 
tory he will wait until Monday between 
the hours of 9 and 10 a. m.' 


The manner in which Bridges scales a 


pole or steeple Is something in the man- 
ner of a sailor on a big windjammer. A 
small seat is provided, to which a rope 
is attached and hooked by a pulley to 
the, top .of the pole, or steeple. 
Sitting 


on the seat he Is hauled to the top, 
where by a simple arrangement of ropes 
he is also; to put himself in any posi- 
tion he wishes.

mittee will act in an advisory capac- 
ity In working for harmony and co- 
operation among the communities in- 
volved and will initiate the legisla- 
tion looking toward the Incorporation 
of a municipal'water district No ac- 
tion can be taken for ninety days, as 
the law does not become operative 
until three months after the signing 
of the enabling act by Governor John- 
son. 


The meeting was characterized by 


a spirit of the utmost fairness to all 
concerned. It was expressed as the 
sense of the meeting that it should 
be undertsood that the rights and 
obligations of all communities in- 
volved 
should 
be 
carefully 
safe- 


guarded - and 
that 
the movement 


toward municipal ownership of water 
supplies should proceed in the most 
open, fair and straightforward man- 
ner, dealing fairly with corporations 
and all others. 


MOTT TELLS PLANS. 


Mayor Frank K. Mott, in opening 


the. meeting, addressed his confreres 
concerning, the purpose of the meet- 
ing and gave in outline the history 
of the movement which has culmi- 
nated In the project 
He said: 


"Gentlemen: 
We' have come to- 


gether to consider a matter that Is 
very much at the heart of the con- 
stituents of each of us. It Is planned 
to present a solution to the very 
grave problem as to what we shall 
do for an adequate water supply- And 
the solution which is to be .presented 
to you tonight is that of the forma- 
tion of a metropolitan water .district. 


"Oakland has been engaged for 


several years in studying the water 
supply situation and has taken the 
initiative in this project. This city 
has been forced into the role of leader 
both. . by her position and by her 
history. 
, '• 
. 
.,... 


"Finding that the present method, 


involving private ownership of ob- 
taining water for the residents of ttie 
community involved a number of dif- 
ficulties, the city council of Oakland, 
decided to start proceedings looking 
toward municipal ownership. It-was 
planned that Oakland should take 
over the Oakland division of the 
Peoples Water Company. To that end 
an amendment was passed by the 
State Legislature making the right 
of eminent domain a working piece 
of machinery, an 'instrument in the 
hands of the people of a community. 
Previous to that time the limitations 
in time of payment imposed in the 
law iOf eminent domain had made it 
a dead letter so far as municipalities 
were concerned in their desire to ac- 
quire the large properties of a public 
service corporation. 


OOXSTJLT WITH ATTORNEYS. 
"When this was done we went into 


consultation with our attorneys and 
discovered that Oakland could not act 
alone in the matter. The plant sup- 
plying this city also supplies Emery- 
ville, Piedmont, parts of Alamedaand 
Berkeley, and, , as 
a 
consequence, 


Oakland could not separate that por- 
tion of the plant used by this city 
from 
the remainder' which serves 


other cities. 
. . 
.. 


"The city council had appointed a 


committee oh municipal water sup- 
ply to handle the situation and to in-, 
vestigate. and act as an advisory body. 
This committee was composed of men 
who had .had practical business ex- 
perience and were willing, to devote 
time and energy to the service of the 
community. 


"Mr. Ben H. Pendleton, formerly 


president of the city council, .was a 
•deep student of, water matters. 
He 


was made chairman of the water 
supply committee. 
Mr. George W. 


Dornin had also been a councilman 
and president of that body, and had 
gone carefully Into the water ques- 


' tion. 
Mr. W. T. Veitch, the third 


member, -had not previously worked 
at the jiroblem, but he has been 
working at it since his appointment 
and with the others has familiarized 
himself with the situation. 


PARTNERSHIP NECESSARY. 


."These men decided that the only 


solution to the problem would be for 
the communities to go into partner- 
"ship in the matter of gaining a 
municipal .water supply and advised 
the abandonment of the original pro- 
ject to have Oakland undertake the 
task alone. 
"On looking into the laws bearing 


on the matter they found that the 
law enabling the organization of a 
metropolitan water district passed 
about three years ago would not meet 
the needs of the situation. Together 
with the special attorneys for the 
city of Oakland in this rrfatter, Fitz- 
gerald & Abbott, they drafted the bill 
passed at the special session of the 
Legislature 
to 
make 
possible 
the 


formation of a, water district, com- 
prising several municipalities, of the 
kind required. 


"Oakland anticipates the co-opera- 


tion of the environing 
communities, 


but as the time was short this city 
undertook to have the essential pre- 
liminary legislation passed. 
We did 


not take you into consultation be- 
cause the time was. short, and as the 
matter was of grave importance to 
Oakland.-we were willing to pay the 
costs. We felt that It might cause de- 
lay and needless complication to ask 
each of the communities to pay a 
small proportion of the costs of leg- 
islation, the need of which would 
have to be explained at length. 


WILSON JOINS IN WORK. 


"Mayor J. Stitt Wilson of Berkeley 


hatf 
been working at the problem, 


however, and joined us in urging the 
necessary legislation at Sacramento. 
He is. I think, In accord with Oak- 
land as to the value and desirability 
of this proposition. 


"The-law has now been passed and 


signed 
by Governor Johnson.

I legal nature can bo done.

was signed December 24 .and it will 
not be possible to take legal action 
under it until It becomes operative 
ninety days fruni the date, of .signing.

"The city governments nre the rep- 


resentatives of the people and should 
lead and 
pruide them In a. very inti- : 


mate sense. The city governments | 
nre. 
bound to protect, anil conserve ] 


and further the interests of the com- i 
mnnities. nn<; to this end they should 
initiate vital and valid leRisUUton. 


"Tho 
new act provides n* n prelim- 


inary toward the. calling of nil elec- 
tion to create a wafer district, the 
circulation of pf>tHI«!!.« In tho com- 


munities for the signatures of the 
voters. Ten per cent of the voters 
will make it mandatory that the board 
of supervisors of AUitneda county 
shall call a municipal water district 
election. The fact that the city gov- 
ernments have looked over and in- 
vestigated this matter, and approved 
if, will make the getting of signa- 
tures an easy matier.

Supply Committee Ben H. Pendelton, 
father of the amended enabling act, 
addressed the meeting. He said: 


"Mayor Noy of Alameda has raised 


an important point in connection with 
other sources, of supply. We want 
more water than we now have, and 
the district plan would enable the 
communities to treat with the Tevis 
people for sources of supply, as well 
as with other concerns. 
"It must be impressed, upon the 


community that we need more water. 
Five years ago' the Peoples Water 
Company supplied 26,000 taps, while 
today they supply 52,000. 
But the 


increase in their sources has. by no 
means kept pace with this. 


"Tevis has a supply—how great we 


do not know. 
But whatever that 


supply Is, it is worth as much to us 
per unit as is that of the Peoples 
Water Company. We should recog- 
nize this problem in all its phases. 
About once in ten years we have a 
dry year in this district, and, with the 
present sources and reservoir storage, 
this means a wator famine. 


WILL GIVE SQtTARE DEAL. 


•'Tile water district will treat with 


existing plants and will give them a 
square deal. 
Each community will 


be placed in a position to meet its 
obligations 
honorably. 
Tevis 
has 


signed up 60 per cent of the Ala- 
meda city consumers, it is, stated, and 
that city, to whose rescue he came, 
owes him some obligations. But Tevis 
has agreed to throw his books open 
to the public and to sell to the city 
or the district at any time his plant 
at 10 per cent Increase on the cost. 
That gives us the power to deal "with 
him amicably and, should it be found 
necessary, to commence condemnation 
proceedings if this were not per- 
mitted."

Mayor Noy of Alameda had se- 


verely criticised the Peoples Water 
Company, for its treatment of the city 
of Alameda and stated. that, driven 
to an extremity, -the city had entered 
into agreement with the Tevis con- 
cern. 
He asked'that before he ex- 


pressed himself concerning the:-pro- 
posed water district he might have 
the chance of conferring with the 
city council of Alameda and also of 
seeing what Tevis Intended doing in 
the way of entering Alameda with 
a water supply within the next sixty 
days, in accordance with his promise. 


DETAILS OF PLAN. 


City Expert.J. H. Dockweiler gave 


detailed information as to the pro- 
posed plan, remarking in his intro- 
duction -that of all municipal owner- 
ship propositions there was least 
doubt of any concerning the advisa- 
bility of municipally owning a water 
supply. 


"In the ocean of uncertainties, the 


policy of publicly owning a water 
supply and managing- it is an Island 
of certainty in public policy." 


Dockweiler told the history of the 


water movement in California and 
gave facts and .figures concerning 
water supply sources and the needs 
of this district. He told of the diffi- 
culties experienced in Marin county 
in the attempt to create a water dis- 
trict under the law as it existed be- 
fore the present amendment. 


; "No water company could fors.je 
the development of this community," 
said 
Dockweiler. 
"Where 
several 


small communities grow individually 
and finally coalesce into one great 
community, as in the case of this dis- 
trict of thirty miles of populated ter- 
ritory, the growth hag been too fast 
and too massive for any one cor- 
poration to forsee or adequately pro- 
vide for its needs. 
A more enlight- 


ened public policy than any possible 
to a private concern is essential, and 
that is possible only in a water dis- 
trict of the scope of th'is one pro- 
posed here." 


"Dockweiler also pointed to the di- 


rect legislation elements in the en- 
abling act which place control di- 
rectly in the hands of the people.

Italy, to which position he was entitled 
by his noble descent. He recstved his ed- 
ucation in Ita!2an colleges "and cams to 
this country whllo stni a young man. Be- 
sides his attainments as a lecturer on 
languages and history he was a contrib- 
utor .of fiction to many of this country's 
periodicals. 


"Peppino," a story of tha life of an 


Italian newsboy In New York, won con- 
siderable reputation for him. He also 
wrote several plays for the younger Sal- 
vlnl, with whom he enjoyed close personal 
friendship, but none of thes» -was ever 
produced publicly. 


In a letter left behind for his daughter, 


Ventura explained his motive for taking 
his life. It reads, in part: 
"Lllllaii, dear: I beg your pardon- 


life is too hard -now. It Is better that 
I am no more. I would live, but it Is too 
difficult. I have no brains, no ideas, anci 
you will ba happier after this ordeal." 


He also left a document giving the 


lineage of his family, whose complete 
name was Venture de Lecce e Bari, from 
the ancient noble feudalists and dating 
as far back as 1299.

The resolution was signed by Dr. A. 


S. Kelly, chairman of the high school 
committee; Miss Annie Florence Brown 
and F. B. Cook. It follows:

L.OS ANGELES, Jan. 12.—A mo- 


tion was made today in the Federal 
District Court to set aside the in- 
dictment charging Tveltmoe, Johann- 
sen, Clancy and Munsey, the coast 
labor leaders, with having conspired 
to transport dynamite from the East 
into California, 
Arguments on the 
motion were set for January 29. Con- 
trary to expectation, Clancy, who was 
said yesterday to be too ill to leave 
San Francisco, appeared in court, ac- 
companied by a trained nurse, and 
his cs.se waa called first. 
A d,e- 
murrer to the indictment, based on 
technical grounds, will be filed later. 
This was Clancy's first appearance in 
court and it constituted his arraign- 
ment; on the indictment which was 
returned December 81. 


DEMURRER NOT FILED. 


The demurrer to the indictment 
against the four labor leaders was not 
filed until this afternoon and the 
warrants- against Tveitmoe and his 
co-defendants were not served. The 
deputy United States marshals to 
whom the warrants were entrusted 
said they were instructed to withhold 
service until the afternoon proceed- 
ings. 
In the meantime LeCompte 
Davis and Job Harriman, attorneys 


for the indicted men. said they would 
have additional ball provided. Five 
thousand dollars in each case, It was 
said, would be the bond demanded 
under the new indictments which 
were returned January 5 and which 
contain merely elaborated charges of 
conspiracy to transport dynamite into 
this state. 
George F. Apell, an attorney closely 
aassociated with labor unions in San 
Francisco, 
accompanied 
Tveltmoe, 
Clancy and Johannsen to this city, 
and, 
at the request of Davis, waa 
entered upon tho court record as one 
of counsel for the defense. 


CLANCY APPEARS ILIi. 


Clancy appeared to be very ill, but 


said that he felt some slight improve- 
ment and believed he would be able 
to appear in court when argument'? 
on th3 demurrer and the motion ,to 
quash the indictment are presented 
on January 29. 
The motion to dismiss set forth that 
the indictment was defective and that 
the charges <31d not constitute an 
offense. The demurrer to the indict- 
ment demands, among other things, 
that reference to a. connection be- 
tween the defendants and Ortie B. 
McManigal, who was indicted with 
them, be stricken out.

This man went to Detroit from Indian- 


apolis and professed to have instructions 
and money from J. J. McNamara. After 
McManigal took .Up dynamiting regularly, 
hs frequently met men in Chicago, who, 
it Is said, talked about places to be blown 
up. 


Mrs. McManigal was questioned about 


her husband's carrying explosives through 
Chicago to points in Wisconsin, Missouri 
and lo'wa and about persons who acr 
companied him when he- blew up a place 
in south Chicago February 24, 1911.

Roosevelt as a Candidate.

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Delcasse's Return a French Triumph. 


For the third time Theophile Delcasse has been called to the 


foreign affairs. portfolio in a French ministry. 
It was supposed 


that his political sun had set when he was last driven from the cab- 
inet by Germany's threat of v/ar, but contrary to expectation he 
is again at his old post with the acquiescence of the Kaiser's govern- 
ment. It was the Moroccan dispute that caused his downfall, but 
that dispute has been settled to the advantage of France if not to 
the satisfaction of Germany. 


After the fall of Delcasse, Germany pushed the advantage she 


had gained to such an extreme that England was involved in the 
controversy over Morocco, and the Kaiser found that he had to 
deal with the united opposition of the two nations. 
So acute did 


the Moroccan crisis become that Germany was faced with the 
alternative of retiring from Agadir or going to war with France 
and England combined. She" chose to retire, obtaining some con- 
cessions in the French Congo as the price of giving up her preten- 
sions in Morocco. 


In the end Germany has been compelled to relinquish, all the 


advantage she gained by forcing Delcasse out of the French cab- 
inet, and more, too, and now Delcasse has returned to his old posi- 
tion and France lias a free hand in Morocco. The policy which 
compelled Delcasse to retire from the cabinet to avert war with 
Germany lias been vindicated, and the aggressive foreign policy of 
Von Kidclerlin-Wacchter has received a salutary check. All the 
diplomatic honors, as well as the substantial advantage, are with 
France. 
Germany has got a slice of equatorial Africa, but that is 


small compensation for her loss of prestige. 


France's control in Morocco has been acknowledged by treaty, 


and the peril of establishing a new German frontier in North Africa 
averted. 
Except for the small strip around Melilia claimed by 


Spain, all North Africa lying between Tripoli and the Atlantic ocean 
is now dominated by France, and Morocco will be governed and 
developed under French auspices, which means that all rail routes 
will shortly be established from some point on the-Atlantic to Al- 
giers and Tunis, allowing of speedy communication from the At- 
lantic without sailing into tho Mediterranean through the Strait of 
Gibraltar. 


This means the ultimate breaking up of the thieves' paradise 


at Tangier and bringing Cairo and Alexandria in rail connection 
with the western ports of the Barhary coast. For it' Italy continues 
to hold Tripoli, as doubtless she will, that section of the coast line 
of North Africa will be sparfned by a railway line, which will give 
England a more direct and shorter line, of communication with 
Egypt. Hence it is not improbable that in a lew years one may 
travel by rail from the Pillars of Hercules to the Cape of Good 
Hope. Dclcassc's return to power signalizes, therefore, the triumph 
of a policy which will open up the whole length of Africa to -Euro- 
pean trade and travel by rail.

POLE TRIP 


Peary's Former Aide to Leave 


San Francisco On His 


Way to Antarctic.. 


SAN 
FRANCISCO. Jan. 12. — That 


Robert A. Bartlett, commander ot the 
ship Roosevelt on Peary's successful flash 
to the North Pole In 1909, Is preparing 
to .lead an expedition Into t.ho Antarctic 
In an effort to reach "the bottom of the 
world," Was the gossip yesterday among 
San Francisco friends with whom 
the 
captain conferred here a f«w days :igo. 
Captain Bartlett, who bears the dis- 
tinction of having been nearer the North 
Pole than any other white man 
savo 
Peary, was In this city several days dur- 
ing the early part of the week, leaving 
on Wednesday morning; for Los Angeles. 
He was entertained at the Bohemian club 
and held a number of conferences with 
local men. 
Whether ho succeeded In interesting: 
any Callfornians hero in the proposed 
southern 
expedition his acquaintances 


declined to say. 
It is known, however, that he expects 
shortly to make the trip, as the fruition 
of an ambition conceived more than two 
years ago, and that he will adopt the 
methods used by Peary. On his return 
from the north, arriving at Battle har- 
bor, 
Labrador, in September, 1909, Cap- 
tain Bartlett expressed a desire to apply 
Peary's tactics in a dash for the South 
Pole, and said he hoped to be able to 
make the attempt in two or three years. 
Since that time he has 
been fitting 
himself for the experiment by taking a 
course of study In civil engineering at 
Cornell university. "Captain Bob," as 
he was affectionately referred 
to 
by 
Peary, comes • from a family of hardy 
.Newfoundland navigators, long associat- 
ed with Arctic exploration work. He is 
about 36 years old. He has spent most 
of his life in the frigid region, and Is 
generally conceded to be one of the few 
white men who might succeed in reach- 
ing the South Pole. 
Those who met him here say it is likely 
that his start will be made from San 
Francisco, in case he obtains financial 
support from California capital for his 
undertaking.

States transport Logan sailed today 
with a battalion of the Fifteenth In- 
fantry for Chin Wang To, in northern 
China. The American troops will be 
employed In guarding a section of the 
Peking .railroad from Tang Shan to 
Lanchow against the possible attack 
of. either Imperialists or Republican 
troops. 


The departure took place in the 


presence of a throng of civilians and 
soldiers of other regiments, while 
women crowded the quay, bidding 
tearful farewells and wishing God- 
speed to the troops. No women were 
allowed to accompany the expedition. 


FAREWELL FROM BELL. 


Major-General J. Franklin 
Bell, 


•commander of the army, made a short 
parting speech to the officers and 
men of the expedition. General Bell 
urged tha troops to show pride in 


~. their American citizenship while 'they 
-Vwere on foreign soil. The Chinese, 
he said, were worthy of a square deal 
and he expected the American soldiers 
to treat them in a worthy way. He 
begged the officers and men to be 
very particular in regard to cour- 
tesies and salutes to other, foreign 
officers, and" he impressed on the 
men the necessity for maintaining 
their reputation for cleanliness and 
a neat personal appearance. 


In, conclusion, he Explained the de- 


sirability 
of maintaining the most 


friendly relations with all foreigners 
with whorr they should come in con- 
tact. 


The loading of the transport Logan 
was not completed until shortly after 
midnight, A driving rain, which fell 
throughout the forenoon, caused con- 
siderable 
delay. 
The 
ninety-five 
horses and mules which are attached. 
to the expedition ss gun tes.ms and 
draft horses were taken on board at 
the last minutes.

wagons also were shipped, as well as 
an automobile truck and one or two 
ambulances.

Notable Career 


Harry N. Morse, proprietor of the Morse 


patrol service in San Francisco, one of 
Iho best known detectives of tha Pacific 
coast, died last night at his home, New- 
ton avenue and Hanover street, this city. 
His d-iath had been expected for several 
days. 


Morse, -who was nearly eighty years old, 


was stricken with paralysis two months 
ago. 
Since then he had been confined 


to his bed. 


Every effort was made to save his life, 


but he continued to fall. ., 


Morse was a California pioneer. 
He 


came to San Francisco Irom the east by 
way . of. Cape Horn .In the early . days. 
Thereafter he was continually Identified 
with the public life of the state. 


For many 'years Morso was sheriff of 


Alameda county.. In his term of office 
he was called upon to cope with some 
of the most desperate outlaws of pioneer 
times. 


Tiburclo Vasquez, a bandit who had 


terrorised the whole state, was finally 
run to earth by Morse, and was after- 
ward executed. 
• 


Morse -was actively Identified with many 


of the celebrated , criminal cases of Cali- 
fornia. Long ago he established a repu- 
tation as a criminal investigator of un- 
usual ability. He and I. Wv Lees, late 
chief of police of San Francisco, were 
contemporaries and they were engaged 
together In a number of criminal .cases. 


Morse established a Morse detective 


agency In San Francisco almost a genera- 
tion ago. He remained In active charge 
of the business until the beginning o£ 
his fatal Illness. 


His, wife Virginia Elizabeth; Morse, who 


was herself a pioneer of California, died 
at the Morse home In Oakland In No- 
vember, 1907, at the age of 68 years. 


Morse la survived -by two daughters, 


Mrs. Emma da la ;Montanya and ; Mrs. 
Kitty McMillen, both of whom reside at 
1960 
Eleventh avenue. 
A grandson of 


Morse, Harry de la Montanya, is assis- 
tant superintendent o£ the Morse detec- 
tive agency. 


NEARLY 77 YEARS. 


Morse was nearly 77 years old, Having 


been born In New York, February 22, 
1835. 
He came around Cape HorS>^r- 


rivlng in San Francisco, August 8, -.1849. 
Three years later he built the first house 
in Redwood City. He settled in .Oak- 
land In.lSSi, engaging in the butcher »usi- 
ness. In 1862 he was a deputy United 
States . provost marshal and a year later 
was elected sheriff of Alameda -county; 
holding that post for fourteen years, which 
were replete with daring and successful 
battles with the bandits and cattle thieves 
which infested central California in those 
days. 


In 1861 Morse became captain of the 


Oakland guards and held that' command 
for ten years. He subsequently held a 
commission of lieutenant colonel on the 
staff of the major general of California. 
"While provost marshal, Morse had many 
thrilling experiences during the enrollment 
of volunteers and the draft 
Tha war 


spirit running high, he was a staunch 
union supporter and battled against a 
strong southern sentiment that existed 
here. 
Morse established 
his 
detective 


agency in San Francisco in 1878 and be- 
came as famous in tliat work as he, had 
been In official life. 


He married Miss Virginia B. Heslcp, 


in Oakland in September, 1855. There 
were seven children, of whom two survive. 
These are Mrs. Stuart 
MacmuIIan, of 


1315 Grove street and Mrs, Emma de la 
Montanya, of 2830 Eleventh avenue. 


The remains are at 411 Lester avenue,

BERLIN. Jan. 12.—All German} 


went to the polls today to cast ballots 
in the most Important ejection during 
her four decades of existence as a 
united empire. 


The widespread dissatisfaction over 


the policy of the government in th< 
Moroccan negotiations, a dlssatisfac 
tlon which left it apparently withou 
a single friend in the Reichstag, and 
the great increase in the cost of the 
necessaries of life, which bears mos 
heavily upon the wageworkers and 
all persons of small Incomes, have 
created a situation In which politica 
prophets find themselves at a. loss to 
predict the probable result at th 
polls. 


SOCIALIST GAINS. 


Reports from all places thus far 
heard from indicate an unprecedent 
edly heavy vote, and, according to In- 
dications, substantial gains have been 
made by the Socialistic and Popular 
parties. The rivalry between the vari 
ous factions is bitter and disorder 
resulted in many parts of the nation 
as' well as at some of the polling 
place in the capital. 


Today's election was preceded by 


an exceptionally bitter campaign anc 
vilification of opposing candidates was 
often resorted to. It marked a new 
departure in the history of German, 
elections. Every party,, from the Con- 
servatives on the right to the Social- 
Democrats 
on 
_the .extreme 
left 


plunged into. the disseminating ol 
political 
propaganda,, 
"When 
the 


Reichstag 
adjourned 
just 
before 


Christmas members "took the stump" 
and visited every town and village 
in their constituencies. 
Concurrently 


vigorous campaigns were conducted 
in the press. 


GOVERNMENT IS ACTIVE. 


For the first time the government 


itself actively participated in the cam- 
paign, departing from the attitude of 
neutrality proclaimed by Prince Von 
Buelow by issuing a circular to the 
district prefects instructing them to 
feel out public opinion, and meet it 
with "practical replies." 


The issues, all of whiph are clearly 


drawn, are manifold. They are all 
liberal measures, aimed for the bene- 
fit of the masses and prompted by 
the high cost of living which prevails 
throughout the empire. They demand 
relaxation 
of 
the 
tariff, 
either 


through general customs reform or 
through reciprocity with sosie lead- 
ing export country, principally the 
United States; reform of the excessive 
taxation system, with the substitution 
of an inheritance tax, and curtail- 
ment of the political power of the 
"lericals, or Centre. 


One thing that rendered the dis- 


satisfaction of the people with the 
last Reichstag more acute than ever, 
and thereby increased immeasurably 
:he chances of the progressive candi- 
dates in the elections, was the con- 
duct of the Moroccan situation.

dispatched to Agadir last summer in 


I the hope of diverting the attention 


i of the people from tho troubles at 
' home and uniting them in patriotic 


fervor 
behind 
the government, 
it 


proved a boomerang of the worst 
kind. 


PROTESTS MADE. 


More fuel has been added to the 


fires 
of 
dissatisfaction 
by 
the 


"gerrymandering" of the government, 
and there have been loud pleas for 
an equitable reapportionment of the 
Reichstag districts. In the last elec- 
tion it required 3,260,000 voters to 
elect 
forty-three 
Social-Democrats, 


whereas 104 Clericals were returned 
by only 2,145,000 voters, 
in Berlin, 


where the progressive parties are 
strong, the number of voters per 
member is large, while in the country, 
whence como most of the Clericals, 
it is small. 


It is estimated that the Socialistic 


vote today will nearly, if not quite, 
double that of the combined Con- 
servative parties. That there would be 
popular gains was conceded by tho 
Conservatives long ago, the question 
being me.reiy a matter of how much. 
Whether the Increase will be suf- 
ficient to wipe out the majority of 
ninety-one held by the Conservative 
wing Is n different thing because of 
the way tho districts are distributed, 
find It would bo overcoming colossal 
odds if this should occur.

cited to appear before the council to ex- 
plain whether this ivas the case, anfl to 
receive an admonition from the council 
and Mayor Mott that the terms of the 
contract must be observed in this regard. 


Manager Parsons declared that he had 


ro personal knowledge as to whether or 
not the sub-contractor, the Blum con- 
struction, company, was violating: the 
agreement.. He declared that if the city 
would formulate its complaints In writ- 
Ing, the company would reply as to the 
facts and its attitude in the matter. 


Mayor Mott quickly informed Manager 


Parsons that this was unnecessary, and 
laid 
before 
him the 
demands of the 


council: 


"The council demands that you get in 


touch with Mr. Blum of the sub-con- 
tracting company, to see whether his 
employes are locsl men or not," said the 
Mayor. "The city has done everything 
in its power to favor home Industry in 
the drawing of the specifications, and we 


expect the contractors to realise this fact 
and to abide by th« terms of the agree- 
ment calling for home workmen. 


'.'It is, of course, realized, that for some 


highly skilled and specialized form of 
work, the contractor would hai'e to go 
outside the city to obtain the man best 
fitted to <Jo the work. But this is not 
generally the case, and taking It by and 
large, Oakland can supply all forms of 
service." 


E. J. Owens, local representative of the 


International Union of <5team Engineers, 
complaining. that a San Francisco en- 
gineer had been employed on the hoisting 
engine, informed the council that he had 
personally 
taken the matter up with 


Blum. 


"Blum told me that Oakland could not 


supply the engineer he needed," said 
Owens, "but that Is not the truth. Oak- 
land engineers are competent and there 
are men who can fill all the requirements. 
We ask that 
Oakland men be put to 


work." Supervising Architect J.J. Donovan 


explained that he hoped to have quarters 
for 'the city hall officials by the time the 
city hall annex lease extension expires In 
July, 1913, and declared that of the 370C 
tons of structural steel to be used ir.
